lists of the county for this year and 
taxes will be paid on it this summer. 
Several weeks ago the board of 
equalization began rounding up per­ 
sonal property in the county on which 
no taxes were being paid- 
Several 
thousand dollars in mortgages were 
found filed outside of DeKalb county, 
. it is said. 
The list of taxpayer* which C. II. Vfc 
Johnson, county clerk, has just com­ 
pleted includes the names of 168 tax­ 
payers who were affected by the ac­ 
tion of the board. 
In individual cases 
the assessment lists were raised in 
varying sums from $200 to $250,000. 
Many of the taxpayers appeared be­ 
fore the board. 
The. increase in valuation will bring 
about $15,000 in taxes into the funds 
of this county and the state.

Pastor Russell’s main criticism of 
Christian Science centered about the 
statem ent that Mrs. Eddy “settled all 
doctrinal differences with the dictum 
that there is no 
evil, 
no 
sin, 
no 
death: that what have been so-called 
are merely errors of the mind.” 
Iii 
I 
short, Pastor Russell tried to make 
Christian Science absurd 
bv reduc- 
ing it to a set of denials. 
It would be* as fair as this to say 
that the chrisitan teaching of m an’s 
origin rests on the negation 
of hu­ 
man fatherhood. Christ Jesus did say, 
“Call no man your father upon the 
e a rth ;” but if 
these 
words 
alone 
wore put forth 
as 
His teaching on 
the Subject to which they relate, He 
would be m isrepresented..The denial 
which they expressed was based on 
I he affirmative truth, 
“for 
one 
is 
your Father which 
is 
in heaven;” 
and the denial without 
the affirma­ 
tion would not be understood. 
So 
also a critcism of Mrs. Eddy for de: 
Hying the absolute 
reality 
of 
evil, 
without reference to the basis of her 
denial,* is unfair and misleading. 
In w hat manner, 
then, 
did 
Mrs. 
Eddy deal with the m ystery of evil? 
She consistently accepted the mono­ 
theism of the Bible. 
“You must be­ 
gin,” she has w ritten on page 275 of 
Science and 
Health, 
“by reckoning 
God as the Divine 
principle 
of all 
that really is.”

more 
complete 
statem ent of her reasoning, yet short 
enough to be quoted here, is the fol­ 
lowing from page 472 
of 
the same 
book: “All reality is in God and His 
creation, 
harmonious 
and 
eternal. 
That which He creates is good, and 
He makes all that is made. Therefore 
.he only reality 
of 
sin, sickness or 
death is the awTful fact that unreali­ 
ties seem real to human, erring be- 
ief until God strips 
oil 
their 
dis­ 
guise.” 
It 
may be added th at the 
mystery of evil is most 
clearly dis­ 
pelled when so.v?ve item of it is de­ 
stroyed and cast out of 
one’s expe­ 
rience by the 
spiritual understand- 
•ng 
winch 
Christ inn 
Science 
con­ 
fers. 
Pastor Russell has also denounced 
Christian Science, with several harsh 
adjectives, for teaching that God is 
unnipresent. 
“Nothing in the Bible 
0 declares.” ‘‘An omnipresent God is 
int a person.” These quotations con­ 
tain his reasons without his epithets. 
As I read the Bible, it distinctly de- 
lares that God is everywhere. 
(See 
’saints 139:7-10; 
Jerem iah 
23; 
23, 
21; Acts 17:27-28). As for the word 
‘person,” it has too many meanings 
'or unqualified use with reference to 
he Deity. Christian Scientists do not 
relieve that God is like a human Pel­ 
ion. They ask with Isaiah,- “To whom 
‘hen will ye liken God?” They under­ 
hand, as did Solomon, that God is in- 
inite—“the heaven 
of 
heavens can 
lot contain Him.” 
Christian Scient­ 
ists do, however, hold 
that 
God is 
nersonal in the 
highest 
and truest 
ense of that term. He is the deific, 
infinite, omnipresent Person, and as 
1 Scribe said, with the M aster’s ap­ 
proval, “there is none other but he.” 
The word “principle” 
and the term 
“divine principle,” as used in Chris­ 
man Science, have been 
found help­ 
ful in getting 
rid 
of finite concep­ 
tions of Deity and gaining the infla­ 
te idea of the Infinite One.

al rights of man, and it is one that 
exists in all its fullness as an idea

dominion. 
Christian Science declares that m an’s 
birthright of 
dominion 
is 
not 
tho 
power to interfere with the true or­

The shallow concrete manure pit out 
of doors is a practical means of tak­ 
ing care of manure and is to be rec­ 
ommended. 
Where a manure shed is used it 
should be so arranged that stock may 
have free access thereto. In this way 
the manure will be kept well packed 
down by the animals tramping over 
it, and the danger of loss due to burn­ 
ing and excessive fermentation very 
materially decreased 
Barnyard manure, however, is not a 
balanced fertilizer for ordinary farm 
crops; it is relatively high in nitrogen 
and potash and correspondingly low in 
phosphorus. 
Experiments conducted by the Indi­ 
ana station show that most clay soils, 
of the state are deficient in that same 
element, phosphorus. By adding some 
phosphatic material to the manure as 
it is produced, we are able, not only 
to supply the lacking element, phos­ 
phorus. but also to fix the nitrogen, to 
some extent; and thus prevent its es­ 
cape in the form of ammonia gas.
